Dietrich Indictment a New One. 


The indictments against Senator Dietrich 
and State Senator Lowe are in addition to 
those returned against them a week ago. ; 
Senator Dietrich ts charged with the al- 
leged violation of section 3,739 of the revised 
statutes, which provides that no member or 
delegate to congress shall directly or indi- 
rectly be interested in a government contra t. 
The indictment charges that Senator 
Dietrich leased to the government on April 
24, 1901, a building at Hastings, Neb., to be 
used for a postoffice, at an annual rental of 
$1,300. There is only one count, which covers 
the amount received for rental on the buiid- 
ing, amounting to about $2,000. 


Accused of Holding Out Funds. 


Gen. Leonard W. Colby was indicted for the 
alleged embezzlement of amounts aggregat- 
ing $4,000 of government funds, paid to him in 
trust by the state of Nebraska and others for 
equipment belonging to the United States 


army. 
The bill charges that while adjutant general 
of Nebraska Gen. Colby turned over to the 
state penitentiary during January, 1901, 700 
United States army blankets, to be used in an 
emergency caused by a fire in that institu- 
tion; that the state legislature appropriated 
$2,280 to reimburse the government for these 
blankets, the amount being turned over to 
Colby to be paid to the government; that the 
amount was never paid into the 
States treasury nor turned back into the state 
treasury when Colby’s term as adjutant gen- 
1 expired.

Government Declares Intention of Re- 
storing Discipline in Somaliland at 
Point.Where British Warship Tried 
and Fatled—Peculiar ‘Complication 


Grows Out of Affair on Protectorate |.

Oost Several Lives, 


ROME, Dec. 17.—The bombardment of 
Durbo, in Itallan Somaliland, where Lieut. 
Grabau was killed, which has been under- 
taken by the Italian warship Galileo, is 
merely for the purpose of impressing the 
natives. It is pointed out In official circles 
that Italy does not need foreign assistance 
to punish those who offend her, as might be 
thought after the revenge taken at Durbo by 
the British warship Mohawk. 

On Dec. 6 Lieut. Charles Grabau, com- 
manding the Italian gunboat Antelope, at- 
tempted to land at Durbo two natives be- 
longing.to a Somaliland tribe. Not seeing 
the Italian flag flying over the village, the 
lleutenant gave orders to have it hoisted. 
The chief of the village refused to obey this 
command without the consent of the sultan. 


Italian Officer Is Killed. 

Lieut. Grabau gave the chief two hours in 
which to obey and when that time had 
elapsed the Antelope opened fire on Durbo. 
The fire was answered — the village and 

utenant was killed. 
A Ttalian warships Lombardia, Volturno, 
Galileo, and Cristoforo Colombo arrived at 
Aden on Dec. 8 and started for Durbo to 
inflict punishment on the Somaliland tribe 
which killed Lieut. Grabau. | 

On the same date Commander Grant and 
sixty of the crew of the British warship 
Mohawk landed at Durbo and held a palaver 
with the sultan and 600 Somalis over the 
death of the Italian officer. The sultan re- 
fused to discuss the matter and said he 
would fight it out. * 

British and Somalis Fight. 

The commander and the sultan then re- 
tired to their respective forces, which opened 
fire. The commander was wounded in the 
thigh and one marine was killed, after which 
the British returned to the Mohawk. 

Anis news was received with some sur- 
prise at Rome, as Durbo being in the Ital- 
ian protectorate it was contended that the 
British warship had no right to undertake 
belligerent operations there.

Washington, D. E., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—

ernment in sending two warships to Alex- 
andretta, Syria, to demand reparation and 
an apology from Turkey for the assault by a 
policeman upon Consul Davis.

Acting Secretary Loomis assured the Turk- 
ish minister that this government did not 
desire to lose the frienaship of any nation, 
but it was determined to protect its consular 
officers and was justified in pursuing an em- 
phatic course.

Good news comes from the Philippines. 
The friars have at last agreed to sell their 
lands to the local government. The pres 
euce of the orders in the islands and the 
power which they had acquired during 
Spanish rule were a continuous source of 
irritation to the Filipinos. In fact, Agui- 
paldo’s rebellion, which was started before 
the Spanish-American war broke out, was 
directed · more against the misdeeds of the 
orders than the misdeeds of the Spanish 
civil government. Now that the American 
government has succeeded in disposing of 
the friars and is gradually substituting 
American for Spanish priests one of the 
three great needs of the islands is being 
attended to. The two things which the 
islands most need now are railroads and free 
trade with the United States.

The 
marriage, however, is off, and the baronet, 
who is over 60 years of age, and who was re- 
cently a potato dealer in a small way at 
Cork, and unsuccessful in his business affairs, 
is still open to offers from matrimonial 
agencies—or rather will be as soon as he 
manages to extricate himself from the dim 
culty in which he has become Involved in 
connection with the pawning of the time- 
plece.

N all cleaning the substance to be re- 


moved is either dissolved or removed by 
friction. Usually a combination of the 
two methods is used. As the method of 
dissolving a substance depends upon its 


chemical reactions, to clean intelligently we 
must know as much as possible of the re- 
actions of the most common. kinds of dirt 
and of the common cleanin reagents. 
Grease, one of the most common forms of 
dirt, is the neutral salt of a fatty acid with 
the organic base glycerin; just as common 
table salt is the neutral salt of hydrochloric 
‘acid with the inorganic base caustic soda. 


It an allegli, such as washing soda, potash, 
or.ammofnia, be added to grease in the pres- 
ence of heat, the glycerin is replaced by the 
alkali and a soluble soap is formed. which 
dissolves in the water and is thus removed. 
An insoluble soap is formed with lime and 
some metals. This forms the curd seen when 
soap is used with hard water. Grease is also 
soluble with ease in ether, or a mixture of 
erne-half ether and one-half alcohol. 

In cleaning metals the same principle is 
involved. Some reagent is used to dissolve 
the .rust or tarnish, and some fine powder, 
usually whiting, is used to aid in the re- 
moval and give polish by friction. Acids 
brighten metals, but corrode them, and, un- 
less every trace is carefully removed, the 
metal tarnishes again quickly. Most of the 
patent silver polishes are mixtures of soap 
and whiting, or oil, acid, and whiting. The 
tarnish seen upon silver is usually silver sul- 
phide formed by the action of the gas hydro- 
gen sulphide on the silver. As this gas 
is a product of decomposition and of the 
combustion of bituminous coal, and is a 
component of illuminating gas, it is Al- 
ways present in the air of cities. 811- 
ver sulphide is soluble In ammounia and 


« naturally soft water. not hard water softened 


_ streaks are similarly caused by blulng con- 
taining aluminium. The presence of iron 
may be detected by adding to a solution of 


ir alcohol; hence a mixture of these with 
whiting makes an excellent silver, polish. 
The same substance is useful in cleaning 
other metals and in cleaning glass. When 
copper is badly corroded it may be easily 
cleaned with vinegar and salt. The acid of 
the vinegar dissolves the verdigris and the 
salt increases the friction. After being 
cleaned in thie manner the copper should be 
rubbed with a little ammonia, rinsed, and 
then wiped with a little oi.. 

All stains should be removed from the 
laundry as soon as possible, and always 
before the article is washed, If it is im- 
possible to ascertain what the stain is, rinse 
it thoroughly in soft, tepid water. If this 


does not affect it try soft boiling water, 


then soap and water, and finally oxalic acid 
or Jarvelle water. The water used must be 


by the addition of alkalis. After using Jar- 
velle water rinse the article thoroughly in 
clear water, and after using oxalic acid in 
water to which a little ammonia has been 
added. 

The housewife is sometimes puzzled by 
the presence of iron rust spots on the clothes. 
These are frequently caused by the use of 
bluing composed of an iron galt. If such 


bluing is used, and the soap is not entirely 


rinsed from the clothes before they are 
biued, the hydroxide of the soap reacts with 
the bluing. giving iron hydroxide, which is 
deposited in the clothes. These spots may 
be removed by oxalie acid. Cloudy spots and 


the bluing a little ammonia. If iron is pres- 
ent tron hydroxide will be precipitated in 
flakes that look like bits of rusty iron. The 
test for aluminium is more difficult, but if 
the biuing is free from fron it is safe to 
conclude that it is also free from aluminium.

ening its playing schedule. It resulted in 
the Americans following the lead of the Na- 
tionals in the matter of the playing sched- 
ule, which will probably include 154 games 
instead of 140 In both organizations, but on 
the foul strike rule the young magnates were 
unanimously opposed to it, and so registered 
their vote.

Johnson, Comiskey, Hedges, and Killilea

Forced to Adopt Long Season. 

The got into regular session soon 
after 1. o'clock, and did not adjourn until 
close to 6 clock, disposing of a lot of routine 
business in addition to the action outlined 
above. The matter of the playing schedule 
oecupied the greater part of the time. The 
league was strongly opposed to the longer 
season, but found the old league hed prac- 
tically forced ite hand, and it was compelled 
to lengthen its season in self-protection. 
President Comiskey explained the situation 
at the conclusion of the session tersely: 

“We are compelled to open our un 
earlier than last year so that we may not 
play second fiddie to the National in the 
matter of opening dates everywhere. Our 
contracts next year will be for six months, 
and, following the precedent of last seas n, 
our season would have ended some time near 
the 20 of September, nearly a month before 
the gontracts expired. Without a chance to 
‘play post-season games, on account of the 
National's’ longer season, our players would 
be idle * our hands. Then there 3 de 
chanees for hard feelings. Suppose I was 
asked by my players to give them the use 
of m grounds, after our season closed, for 
an @€xhibition game or two and they shou d 
arrange them to conflict with Hart's club, 
he uld have a kick coming right away, 
and.the players would have a chance to kick 
if I refused them the chance to make a ilitle 
money on the side.

this arrangement it will be possible to secure 
nonconflicting schedules much more easily 
than if the two leagues were playing series of 
different lengths. 

It is still possible, however, the old order of 
things may obtain next year, as it is under- 
stood the National league's action regarding 
the 154 games was not made imperative, and, 
if its schedule committee should recommend 
for adoption a 149 game schedule after 
reaching an agreement with the American 
league committee, it would stand a fair 
chance of going through. 


Against Foul Strike Rule. 

On the question of the foul strike, the 
American league was a unit in opposition 
to ft. After a thorough discussion the league 
adopted a resolution unanimously to the 
effect that it was the sense of the meeting 
the~foul strike rule be abolished outright. 
President Johnson named as the rules com- 
mittee Messrs, Comiskey of Chicago, . K- 
toyle of Cleveland, and Farrell of New Tork. 
and the league executive said he considered 
the resolution as binding the committee to 
vote against the foul strike. 


Ratify National Agreement. 
The league formally ratified the new na- 


. tional agreement signed by its representa- 


tives at Cincinnat! last fall and adopted the 


; new form of players’ contract drawn up by 


the national commission for the use of both 
leagues. This provides that the player is 
subject to call two weeks before the con- 
tract begins to subject himself to spring 


conditioning at the direction of his manager. 


The matter of appointing a delegate to act 
with Hart of the National league club as 
delegate to bring the California league into 
line with tue national agreement was left 
to the discretion of the president. Mr. John- 
yon explained that the American league did 
not know the exact situation on the coast 
and he would confer with Mr. Hart before 
Geciding what to do. It was the policy of 
the American league not to coerce or chase 
after the coast league in any way, but if it 


had indicated a desire to join the national 
' organization of minor leagues be would do
